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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Fellow Missourians: 

The final figures for the 1985 fiscal year show Missouri’s general 
revenue receipts at $2.753 billion. The state’s income showed a 10.05 
percent increase over the 1984 fiscal year. 

Missouri’s total receipts exceeded the budget by about $39 million. 
The majority of that increase came from federal reimbursements and 
transfers rather than from higher than expected growth in major taxes. 

Individual Income Tax was the largest source of income for the state 
during the 1985 fiscal year which ended June 30. Individual Income Tax 
accounted for $1.219 billion, or 44 percent, of general revenue during the 
past year. During 1985, Individual Income Tax paid to the state increased 
11.79 percent over 1984. 

Accounting for 35 percent of Missouri’s general revenue this past year 
is Sales and Use Tax which totals $956 million. Sales Tax showed a 
moderate six percent growth this year, compared to the 1984 growth of 
15.2 percent. 

The All Other Sources of Income category for the fiscal year totaled 
$389 million, a 20 percent increase over the 1984 fiscal year. Corporate 
Income Tax revenue was at $189 million, a 2.5 percent increase from the 
1984 totals.
